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The Financial Bottom 


New York banks and foreign exchange houses have stopped 


handling German marks. A canvas of the financial district 
early this month failed to show a single sale of German mark 
exchange. There were no more official quotations given. Nom- 
inal quotations of estimates of the value of marks ranged 
from 30c to 80c a trillion. 


• 
Before the war a trillion German marks were worth about 


$250,000,000,000. It is quite a drop. It means that if Ameri- 
can wealth fell in value as German money has fallen, the en- 
tire United States, real estate, personal property, intangible 
assets and everything, could be bought for about a half dollar. 


What has caused that enormous loss in the exchange value 


of German paper money with the consequent unsettlement 
Cf all property values and prices, the robbery of public and pri- 
vate creditors and the upsetting of the whole German eco- 
nomic System? 


The war, to begin with. This is the first big penalty the Ger- 


man people have paid for that suicidal enterprise Yet such a 
penalty might have been avoided, even after a disastrous de- 
feat. 


The main cause was the foolish trust of German financiers 


and statesmen in inflation—in the free issuance of unsecured 
bankotes—instead of keeping their current honesty, with mod- 
erate paper issues backed by a sufficient gold reserve, as Great 
Britain and America have done. 


Present chaos in Germany is due, more than anything else, 


to this final lapse of the mark to worthlessness, leaving no de- 
pendable medium of exchange. Never was there so convincing 
a lesson on the value of sound money, and there never can be 
too much emphasis on this fact, to drive the lesson home. 


Love in Business 


John D. Rockefeller Jr., advocates love as "the greatest 


thing on earth." Speaking to his bible class as a "practical 
man, 
with his feet planted solidly on the ground," he insists 


Ihit love will work not only in the intimate, personal rela- 
tions of life but in all human relations, including business, 
politics and international affairs. He analyses "the spectrum of 
love" as follows: 


'"Patience, kindness, generosity, humility, courtesy, unsel- 


fishness, good temper, guilessness and sincerity." 


It may seem odd to find the active representative of the 


Rockefeller fortune "sentimentalizing" in this way. The elder 
Rockfeller is usually thought of as representing thrift and 
ruthless efficiency in business, rather than- love, however 
much his human affections may have found expression later 
in the distribution of his wealth. Many will question too, 
whether love can po^JHv be the moving force in business, in 
an era of keen competition. 


Yet the various characteristics mentioned as representing 


love certainly can be used advantageously to Inake the busi- 
ness struggle not'only more tolerable and human but more ef- 
fective. Examples may be found in any community of busi- 
ness men and institutions which succeed for the very reason 
that, along with sound knowledge and practice, they surpass 
their rivals in patience, kindness, courtesy, etc. 


The point seems to be that competition in love is as neces- 


sary in business as any other kind of competition. '
